GOLD FAMINE 


Next Club Billiard Hall 


The Saskatchewan section of the 
United Farmers of Canada have de¬ 
cided to enter the political field as a 
distinct agrarian body. They claim 
26,800 members, which Is much great 
er than the U. F. A. with its 18,105 
members in politicts. 

The platform of the new party in¬ 
cludes demands for 100 per cent 
grain pool, pegged grain prices, a 
government price fixing board and 
nationalization of currency, credit 
and natural resources, and province 
wide crop insurance. It asks comple¬ 
tion and operation of ports and ele¬ 
vators at Churchill, with frieght and 
express rate cuts. 


SNAKE VALLEY 


A world gold famine threatens the 
financial structure of the world after 
1933 if the present production of 
gold—approximately $400,000,000' an¬ 
nually—is not increased within the 
next two years. 

Three alternatives are possible. 
Either new gold fields must be found, 
gold standards abolished, or the use 
of gold prohibited for any but mone¬ 
tary purposes. Such are the conclu¬ 
sions drawn from a recent study;_of 
the gold delegation of the League of 
Nations. 

The gold delegation found that ap¬ 
proximately nine-twentieths of the 
world’s annual gold production has 
gone into the manufacture of jewelry 
and other eleven-twentieths has been 
utilized for monetary purposes. 

The estimated future gold produc¬ 
tion is not sufficient to keep pace 
with, the growth in world trade, hence 
gold prices will soar higher, forcing 
up the cost of wholesale products. 

Although the l»ague only hints at 
it, other economists boldly declare 
that France's and the United States’ 
oossessions of nearly two-thirds of 
the world’s ' total ■ monetary gold is 
largely responsible for the present 
economic depression. 

The gold delegation pleads for a 
gold supply through tlyi, restoration 
of financial and political confidence, 
the former generally being attendant 
upon the latter.

There has been steady 
I increase in the relative amount of 
new capital supplied by Canadians,

| tage of outside capital has dropped 
j from 35.8 per cent, to 34.6 per cent.

; ces of Canadians abroad, is given in 
! the statement that Canadians have 
j almost two billion invested in outside 
I countries.
